Mrs. Arkley teaches on Mercer 
Island and uses library books, in- 
stead of the conventional reading 
texts. Her article in the March is- 
sue of “Washington Education” 
justifies the use of full-length books

instead of the fragmentary type of 
reading that is found in reading 
text books. Mrs. Arkley is making 
a name for herself in education cir- 
cles. Her school is so proud of her 
achievements that they urge her 
to accept invitations to show others 
her methods of teaching reading. 


At our dinner this year we are 
entertaining for all the Idaho 
authors. We hope that we have a 
complete list of them and have 
left no one out. As we receive the 
names of those who will be able 
to attend, we will mail them a din- 
ner ticket. As far as we know, this 
is the first time that this has been 
done in Idaho, and we are hoping 
that many of our authors will be 
our dinner guests. Mr. Glenn M. 
Balch will emcee this dinner and 
will introduce all authors who are 
present. 


Another feature on our program 
is a panel that has been planned 
by Martha Guenther as Moderator 
on Library Education in Idaho. 
She has invited a very impressive 
guest list as her panel members. 
Miss Guenther had planned this 
for a sectional meeting, but when 
we saw her planning and her guest 
list, we decided that it was some- 
thing that the whole convention 
should be privileged to hear. 


Instead of appointing one host 
or hostess for this year’s meeting, 
the executive board as a whole 
decided to assume that responsibil- 
ity. They will arrive as early as 
they can possibly do so and greet 
the convention guests as they 
come. ISLA is a friendly organiza- 
tion, and whether or not you know 
anyone when you come, you will 
immediately feel welcome. 


Our congratulations go to Eli 
Oboler. We like to think that it 


is because of the very excellent 
work he has twice done on the 
IDAHO LIBRARIAN that he has 
been chosen to edit the PNLA 
QUARTERLY. But, with Eli being 
promoted to a larger quarterly, we 
are left with no editor for the 
IDAHO LIBRARIAN. 


At the last executive meeting 
Eli Oboler was given carte blanche 
to negotiate with Eugene Hart 
about consolidating our quarterly 
with a monthly that the State 
Agency was printing. An informal 
vote from our ISLA executive 
board voted in favor of this merger. 
The agreement calls for the State 
Agency to publish the IDAHO LI- 
BRARIAN, retaining its name and 
volume numbering, and allowing 
us to print whatsoever we wish at 
any time. Our constitution calls for 
printing our membership once 
every year. For this extra service 
ISLA would pay a nominal fee. 
Some advertisers have paid in ad- 
vance, and it will be necessary to 
refund this money. This matter 
will be brought up for further con- 
sideration at our May business 
meeting. 


Art DeVolder’s resignation from 
the ISLA Development Commit- 
tee arrived too late to do any 
more than print the mere news of 
it in the last IDAHO LIBRARIAN. 
It had been agreed that when we 
had a State Librarian the duties 
of this committee would be turned 
over to him, and our committee 
would become inactivated. Art 
spent much time and effort and has 
done an exceedingly praiseworthy 
job. You will read his detailed 
report elsewhere in this issue of 
the IDAHO LIBRARIAN. We are 
fortunate to have Art as our next 
president of ISLA. 


The ballots are in for vice-presi- 
dent (president-elect), and you 
have elected Lee Zimmerman. 


With his past experience in state 
library administration, he will 
be of real service as an ISLA of- 
ficial. I wrote to congratulate 
Lee, but I knew all the time, that 
instead of congratulating him, I 
should have been congratulating 
ISLA. 


The Idaho library picture looks 
very bright. With the leadership 
that we have before us these next 
two years in ISLA, and with the 
State Library making visible pro- 
gress day by day, we have every 
ingredient for outstanding success. 


It may be that we will want to 
hold our biennial meetings at a 
different time than we have been. 
The second week in May is not a 
good time for school librarians 
to attend, and more and more 
school librarians are becoming in- 
terested in our library program. 
The school librarians will probably 
have some suggestions for us along 
that line after their sectional 
meeting at the convention.

Library Development Committee 
Report and Analysis of the 


Public Libraries of Idaho 


The yearly questionnaires on 
public libraries of Idaho were sent 
out in November. Eighty-nine ques 
tionnaires and twenty-seven fol- 
low-ups resulted in reports from 
sixty-two libraries. From past re- 
ports it is evident that at least 
six operating libraries did not 
reply. 

The net survey indicated that 
forty-four libraries were city-sup- 
ported and controlled by library 
boards. Fifteen libraries were 
wholly or partially club-city sup- 
ported and three were school dis- 
trict libraries giving public service. 

The survey is limited only to 
replying libraries, in order to make 
the report as official as possible. 
Some of the information given on 
the questionnaires was not com- 
plete, creating slight discrepancies, 
but not enough to change the 
overall picture. 

The total income for the sixty- 
two libraries amounted to $399,- 
235.24; while expenditures totaled 
$378,079.73. These figures repre- 
sent an increase of over $35,000 
over last year, making the per cap- 
ita expenditure based on a state 
population of 650,000 persons ap- 
proximately $.58, considerably un- 
der the national average. 

Volumes circulated by the li- 
braries totaled 1,312,611, or a gain 
of 20,763 over last year. Popula- 
tion served was estimated at 296,- 
817, or less than last year by 1,- 
463. This may be due to popula- 
tion shifts or inaccurate estimates, 
but is near enough for our pur- 
poses. 

Book inventories reported 
amounted to a total of 649,105 vol- 
umes or approximately one volume 
per capita in the state. Volumes 
circulated totaled 1,321,611 or ap- 


proximately two books per person, 
based on the per capita population 
of 650,000 or slightly over four 
books per person if actual popula- 
tion served is counted. 

It must be pointed out however 
that the ten largest libraries in 
the state, including Boise, Idaho 
Falls, Pocatello, Twin Falls, Cald- 
well, Lewiston, Blackfoot, Coeur 
d’Alene, Moscow, and Nampa, ac- 
counted for the greater amount of 
business done in the state, with 
total expenditures of these ten 
libraries amounting to $290,769; 
total book inventories amounting 
to 341,556 volumes, total circula- 
tion amounting to 942,345, and pop- 
ulation served total 184,173. This 
points out the needs for more and 
better rural service, but it is very 
encouraging to note that some pro- 
gress has been made in some areas.

braries being built in Burley, Ru- 
pert, and Ketchum-Sun Valley, as 
well as greater progress being 
made in Council Valley, Grace, and 
Bonner County.

preparing the reports for publica- 
tion. 

In closing the report the Chair- 
man wishes to make the following 
recommendations: 

1. That the State Library take over 
the survey of libraries in the 
state.

2. That legislation be clarified in 
such a manner that all libraries 
would be required by law to sub- 
mit reports to the State Library 
as soon as their fiscal years are 
ended. 

3. That cities of 10,000 or more in 
population have a certified li- 
brarian; as well as regional or 
district libraries having an ag- 
gregate population of 10,000 
persons.

Should Student Assistants 
in School Libraries 
Receive Class Credit? 


“Should student assistants re- 
ceive class credit” is a problem that 
concerns our school, and, I believe, 
others in the state. Our school 
gives one credit a year. So far 
there has been no stated limit as to 
how many library credits one may 
receive; students have received 
two a year, or three for consecutive 
years work. Is one credit a year 
too much or not enough? Some 
teachers do not feel the student’s 
work in the library is important, 
thus planning their work, so I 
must dismiss my helpers. This is 
beginning to show some improve- 
ment, at last. 

Nine years ago there was just a 


collection of books here, with a 
student in charge each period re- 
ceiving a credit for a year’s work. 
A teacher did supervise, but had 
classes most of the day. There was 
no means of teaching library work 
or checking their work. When the 
librarian came, a system was set 
up to teach the fundamental things, 
other than just checking out books 
and shelving them. A handbook 
with rules and requirements for 
student librarians must be studied 
along with the actual work the 
first six weeks; then a test is given. 
During the year the pamphlet 
“Find It Yourself” is used to teach 
use of reference material, thus 


enabling the student assistant to 
assist when the librarian is oc- 
cupied elsewhere. 


The library is also the study- 
hall for the entire day or seven 
periods. The librarian is study-hall 
teacher or overseer. Since the 
room seats fifty-six and always 
has forty or more (average is 41 
and smallest is 34), one can see 
that there are times only floor 
work or discipline is accomplished, 
and no work-room time is secured. 
Many times the librarian must 
rely upon the second year student 
librarians to check on thé period 
before or for the entire day. 

Another reason against study 
hall libraries is that they give no 
opportunity for class visitations 
during the library unit. Here the 
library serves the fourth through 
the twelfth grades. This arrange- 
ment has evolved through the fact 
that the high school students did 
not use the library as a library, 
whether through lack of knowledge 
on usage or lack of assignments 
was not determined. One fifth- 
grade teacher brings her class to 
the library while the high school 
is out for lunch. These younger 
children really like to use the li- 
brary and need a librarian’s as- 
sistance. Another reason for in- 
corporating the grades was to ac- 
commodate the slow or fast reader; 
the teachers find they have less 
trouble when the child has books 
to read on his level. 

This year there are three second 
year students, and two wish to 
return next year. Again, should 
credit be given for three years? I 
say not unless they progress in the 
world. The one boy has been given 
the audio-visual equipment to keep 
in order and even runs the sever- 
al projectors his other free per- 
iods. Since he is a senior, he is 
now teaching two junior boys to 
do the work. The two girls have 
made a work schedule (similar to 


the one in Douglas’s “‘Teacher-Li- 
brarian Handbook”) which relieves 
the librarian of much during the 
first five minutes of a period. They 
have also assigned seasonal bul- 
letin boards to all. One is especially 
interested in the mending, she 
has instructed others and has that 
back log of mending licked. 


The student librarians are really 
carrying the brunt of the library 
work now. The “higher-ups” say, 
give them more to do. Well, do they 
want a librarian or study hall 
teacher? The students can not do 
all the work a librarian was hired 
to do, let alone educated to do. 


Mary Ann Little, a junior and 
second year library assistant, 
wrote the following after reading 
the IDAHO LIBRARIAN: 

“We have accomplished more so 
far this year than we did during 
all last year. We have been able 
to secure at least one library as- 
sistant for each period of the day. 

It is an honor to be able to post 
our views on the questions you 
have in your magazine. We here at 
Middleton think that credit should 
be given a student assistant, if that 
student is willing to co-operate 
with library rules and regulations. 
We also think that the library 
should be separate from the study 
halls; although room space and 
finances may cause a school to 
have to have study halls in the li- 
brary. 

We here at Middleton instruct 
our new students according to a 
handbook which is revised each 
year. We also go over the funda- 
mentals of the library with each 
assistant individually. We check 
whether the new assistant is doing 
and understanding his work by 
giving him a six week test, such as 
he receives in his other class 
work.”

Each fall I confer with Mrs. 
Fackler in the Junior Room of the 
Idaho Falls Public Library. We 
check book jackets, and each fall 
I enter my classroom with an arm- 
ful of book jackets, encompassing 
all fields of literature. They are 
colorfully displayed and serve as 
incentive to more reading. Those 
youngsters who have book-loving 
parents and a library of their own 
at first argue that they have many 
of the suggested reading books 
at home. May they report on them? 
The answer to that is a “Well, no!” 
I point out that book reports aren’t 
as important to me or to them as 
browsing in the library, handling 
books, feeling the different sizes of 
books, noting the textures of the 
book covers, the pages inside, and 
finally, and most important, to the 
student’s delight, finding his own 
book. With friendly but persistent 
persuasion, the students will find 


the public library, which becomes a 
haven for the rest of their lives. 


Of my 160 twelive-year-olds, I 
confer privately with over a hun- 
dred of them each six-week period 
until about Christmas. Individual 
differences and needs are revealed. 
Student-teacher relationship be- 
comes a friendly bond with books. 


In studying the card catalog, 
each student selects a non-fiction 
book jacket. Mrs. Fackler has 
written the call number on each 
jacket, and the students make out 
the different types of cards neces- 
sary for the catalog, writing their 
own two-sentence synopses. 


For the first time in their lives,

these seventh-graders find out 
about the adult library. The class- 
room takes the shape of our own 
public library, and, in pretending, 
we walk to the reference shelves, 
the card catalog, the fiction and 
non-fiction sections, the magazine 
racks, the newspapers, and we look 
up to the mysterious mezzanine 
floor and the periodicals. When 
they actually visit the library, they 
are thoroughly familiar with it. 
The periodicals completely fas- 
cinate them. I borrow a Readers’ 
Guide to Periodical Literature, and 
each student browses through it. 
We study the nature of references 
and their abbreviations. Magazines 
are brought to school, and, with 
the interchanging of magazines, a 
variety of references are made. 
Two or three students from each 
class volunteer to visit the adult 
library. They return with a verbal 
description of their experiences, 
plus notes on their references. 


When youngsters stand around 
in my room between classes and 
are enthusiastically trying to con- 
vince a friend to read his book, my 
September determination and ex- 
tra time spent emerges into a won- 


derful glowing feeling. By spring 
they need no guidance. Their en- 
thusiasm in reading and browsing 
in the library has taken hold. Mrs. 
Fackler maintains it continues 
through the summer—and, we 
hope, for life.

The School Libraries 


Challenge Idaho Educators 


Suddenly the eyes of the world 
are focused on the educational 
program of the United States. As 
never before the school curriculum 
is being evaluated and re-evaluat- 
ed, torn apart and reassembled, 
in a frantic desire for greater edu- 
cational growth and more highly 
developed skills. In this readjust- 
ment to the Post-Sputnik Era, I 
hope that the educators of Idaho 
will take a long look at the current 
need for library service in our 
schools. 

We do not try to break ground 
without plows, nor eat without 
food. How can we be educated 
without books—not just text books, 
but the world of books that is 
being poured from the presses of 
America? 

Text books are provided in our 
schools, and beautiful ones they 
are, but little else. The elementary 
school library, except for the de- 
votion of a few teachers and prin- 
cipals, simply does not exist, and 
there are woefully few libraries 
on the junior high level. This is 
due largely to “tradition,” since 
the high school is patterned after 
colleges, and the libraries on this 
level are taken as a matter of 
course. The high school has defin- 
ite standards to meet for accredi- 
tation and for preparing the stu- 
dent for college, and so they re- 
ceive the lion’s share of the book 
budget. These high school libraries 
are important; they carry out a 
vital program in the high school 
curriculum, but because of this 
pressure that is placed on the high 
schools, are we overlooking an 
extremely important need for li- 
braries on the elementary and jun- 
ior high school level? 

Our problem isn’t so much that 
Johnny can’t read, as that he 


doesn’t particularly want to. Our 
school shelves hold little to chal- 
lenge his interests, should he have 
an urge to investigate new prob- 
lems or explore a new field of 
knowledge that has just been 
opened up to him. Frequently there 
are no books in which to find even 
the simpler answers to questions 
brought out in class discussions. 

By the time Johnny reaches 
home or a public library, the spark 
is gone, the interest dulled, and 
the precious desire to learn is shat- 
tered. Johnny needs books at his 
finger tips. 

Surveys show that the point of 
highest interest in reading occurs 
in grades six to nine. After that 
time the student’s reading habits 
and tastes are pretty well formed. 
But here their “literary digestion 
is that of an ostrich and of about 
the same selectivity” according to 
B. J. Chute. The pendulum swings 
wide and they will read everything 
—good, bad, and mediocre. I know 
one 11 year old boy who has read 
the Wishing Horse of Oz and The 
Count of Monte Cristo in the same 
month. He has taken Winnie-the- 
Pooh, The Call of The Wild, Kip- 
ling’s Jungle Books, Tales of 
Greece and Rome, and God is My 
Co-Pilot all in his stride and loved 
them all—not to mention a steady 
diet of science fiction. Especially 
the junior high school students 
need a freedom and wide choice 
in reading. Out of this evolves 
their taste and love of good books 
that establishes them as adult 
readers. Our schools must accept 
the challenge and provide their 
share in the reading explorations 
of these young people. Mrs. Rose 
Arkley, a third grade teacher in 
Seattle, Washington, is doing this 
by setting aside the regular cur-. 


riculum and teaching reading en- 
tirely through library books with 
amazing success. We cannot afford 
to bring up a generation of non- 
readers, or even one as indifferent 
to reading as our own. Our future 
lies in their hands, the hands of 
those whom Mrs. Gertrude New- 
comb has referred to as “God’s 
step-children.” 


By the time the students reach 
high school we can guide their 
reading and capture a few reluct- 
ant ones, but by and large, their 
reading habits are pretty well 
established. For those who 
wouldn’t be “caught dead with a 
book” there is little we can do. 
These people decided long ago 
that reading was for the ‘“‘squares” 
and make their boast of going 
through a school year without 
opening a book. Besides, our teen- 
agers are extremely busy young 
people who often have trouble just 
keeping up with their assignments, 
and it really takes an unusually 
good book to capture their interest. 

It is not necessary to point out 
to the efficient administrator that 
libraries are vital, just as vital as 
playgrounds, gymnasiums, and cafe- 
terias. No one needs to emphasize 
the importance of the library in 
the plan of modern education. But 
it is one problem that has been 
allowed to wait. Libraries are ex- 
pensive (but not more so than new 
band uniforms or stage curtains), 
and they are not being demanded 
by the faculties or communities. 
And we are still fighting the “Bat- 
tle of the Bulge” in our class- 
rooms. The harried administrator 
has his hands full providing space 
and texts for his many students. 
Until pressure is brought to bear 
by teacher groups or parent organ- 
izations, the problem will continue 
to be set aside. 

Where can we begin? Are you 
“usin’ whatcha got’? 

Most classroom collections (let’s 


never call them libraries!) are care- 
fully hoarded by the teachers, even 
after every child has read the 
books — probably several times. 
Let’s get these books circulating, 
exchange with other rooms, keep 
them rotating. Weed out the dead 
wood, and above all, the supple- 
mentary readers. They have no 
space on a library shelf. Children 
need fantasy and adventure—“‘‘but- 
ter for their bread,” as Mrs. New- 
comb so aptly has said. Most of 
the readers are purposely full of 
factual information and true to 
life experiences. Fine. But that is 
not enough and so our young peo- 
ple turn to the comics and TV for 
excitement—after we have beaten 
them into an indifference about 
books. 


Of course, the ideal situation in- 
volves a central library in each 
school with the privilege of taking 
books to the classroom for a brief 
period. Many times this is impos- 
sible, because of the space prob- 
lem—especially in the larger dis- 
tricts—and the lack of trained li- 
brarians. But has the idea of a 
central district library been ex- 
plored? Boise has successfully set 
up such a plan this year with Mrs. 
Fern Prior as library supervisor. 
Here we have a trained librarian 
who, with the aid of a committee 
of representatives from each school, 
selects all of the books, prepares 
them for circulation, checks them 
out to the various schools, and 
keeps them in circulation. This 
insures the administration that the 
money available will be well spent, 
and that the books purchased will 
serve the greatest number of stu- 
dents possible. 


We can have inspirational and 
functional libraries in our schools 
if we want them badly enough. 
What else would pay as big a 
dividend in the education of our 
youth? The Communists have 
boasted “War will not be neces- 


sary—We will win the battle of 
the classroom.” They plan to out- 
educate and out-develop America 
and gain superiority in science. 
This is a challenge the schools 
must accept. The A. L. A. esti- 
mated that fewer than one half 


the people in the U. S. ever read 
a book; fewer than one fifth of 
them ever buy a book. 


I repeat, can we afford to bring 
up a generation of non-readers?

Summer School 
Library Training Program 


Boise Junior College, Idaho 
State College, and Lewis-Clark 
Normal School—No courses plan- 
ned for this summer. 


College of Idaho: 


A major in school library science, 
in the field of education, is being 
offered at the College of Idaho, 
Caldwell, in consecutive summer 
sessions. That is to say, a total of 
24 credit hours can be earned in 
library science in four summers. 
Additional courses in audio-visual 
education and children’s literature 
can also be applied directly toward 
the major, bringing the total of 
available credits to 28. 


Dr. Donald Mammen, head of 
the college’s division of education 
and director of summer sessions, 
instituted the new program in 
1956. All courses have been taught 
by Lois Hansen, assistant librarian 
at Boise Junior College. 


In the summer of 1955 and in 
some previous years, a six-credit 
workshop for school librarians was 
offered. This consisted of the fund- 
amentals of book selection, cat- 
aloging, and methods. To meet 
the demand for more thorough in- 
struction in each of these phases, 
the plan for offering the series of 
courses was begun in 1956. 


In 1956, a four-credit course in 
cataloging and a two-credit course 
in school library methods began 
the series. In 1957 the four-unit 
course was in reference work and 


the two-unit one in school library 
administration. 

The summer of 1958 will com- 
plete the cycle, with four units in 
book selection for school librarians 
and two units in reader guidance. 
These will be offered in the five- 
week period June 16 to July 18. 

Enrollment in the various classes 
has ranged from six to eighteen, 
consisting mostly of teachers or 
teacher-librarians from the sur- 
rounding valley. Several have fol- 
lowed the entire program, and 
now meet Northwest Accrediting 
Association standards. Usually the 
class is made up of teachers in 
both the elementary and second- 
ary levels. The reference class has 
been the only exception to this 
so far, its enrollment having been 
all higher educational personnel. 

It should be stressed that none 
of the courses is required as a 
prerequisite for any of the suc- 
ceeding ones. Each is an independ- 
ent study of an important phase of 
library practice. They need not be 
taken in sequence.

The board 
now includes Mrs. Glenn Balch, 
Chairman; Mr. Alton B. Jones, 
Treasurer; Mrs. Olive Bess, Secre- 
tary; and Mr. Russ Soderling. 


THE IDAHO STATE LIBRARY 
SINCE SEPTEMBER, 1957 


The following accomplishments 
may be reported to date: 

1) A State Librarian and an Ex- 
tension Librarian now head a staff 
of eight full time employees as 
compared with the previous staff 
of four. 

2) More books have been pur- 
chased and processed in the past 
six months than in the entire pre- 
vious biennium. 

3) A two-day Conference and 
workshop for the Idaho State Li- 
brary Planning Committee was 
held in January, 1958, with ap- 
proximately 150 participants to 
plan for expansion and extension 
of library service throughout the 
State. 

4) An exhibition bookmobile 
stocked with 1600 books has been 
purchased and is being used to 
demonstrate the possibilities of 
mobile library service in Idaho. 


5) A monthly publication, LI- 


BRARY GEMS, has been started. 
This is to provide a continuing 
medium of communication with re- 
spect to current library develop- 
ments in Idaho. 


Notes 


6) The State Library has as- 
sumed responsibility for compila- 
tion of statistical information on 
Idaho libraries. 

7) The State Library has joined 
the Pacific Northwest Biblio- 
graphical Center in order to pro- 
vide more complete interlibrary 
loan service to the libraries and 
the citizens of Idaho. 


8) Federal matching funds have 
been allocated to three district li- 
braries in Idaho at the rate of 
$1 federal for each $1 district li- 
brary funds to provide more ade- 
quate library service. Additional 
federal funds are available to other 
newly-formed district libraries as 
a further stimulus to the establish- 
ment of larger units of library ser- 
vice and for the promotion of rural 
library service. 

9) Eight education films for the 
promotion of library service have 
been purchased and are available 
to public libraries, groups, and or- 
ganizations interested in promoting 
more adequate library service. 

10) A revision of the Library 
Laws of Idaho has been published. 

11) The State Library is provid- 
ing a substantially increased ser- 
vice to individuals, schools, com- 
munities, and small public librar- 
ies as a result of its increased 
funds and staff. . 

12) The trained staff of the 
State Library is providing technical 
assistance, advice, and guidance to 
local libraries and to groups work- 
ing for more adequate library ser- 
vice or to establish library service 
where none presently exists. 

The following services are plan- 
ned by the State Library to ex- 
pand and further promote public 
library development (if Federal 
Library Services Act continues at 
the present rate): 

1) Increased individual assist- 
ance and advice to small public 


libraries on book selection, cat- 
aloging, and weeding of collections. 
There are presently numerous such 
requests for help and advice which 
the State Library has not yet been 
able to fulfill. 


2) Three two-day regional work- 
shops for non-professional librar- 
ians are to be held within the 
State to provide guidance in li- 
brary procedures and techniques. 

3) The State Library will pro- 
vide greater assistance to library 
boards of trustees in planning li- 
brary buildings and developing 
more adequate service. 

4) The book and periodical re- 
sources of the State Library will 
be increased materially as a source 
for supplementary materials from 
which local libraries, communities, 
and schools may borrow to sup- 
plement their own limited facili- 
ties. More educational films and 
audio-visual materials will be pur- 
chased for the use of local librar- 
ies and local citizens groups in- 
terested in promoting library ser- 
vice. 

5) The State Library will con- 
tinue to assist several counties 
now working actively to create li- 
brary districts, and to provide fed- 
eral matching funds and other 
assistance as a stimulus for creat- 
ing larger units of library service. 

6) Additional demonstrations of 
library service are planned to show 
the needs and benefits of ade- 
quate library service, and the gains 
accruing from cooperative efforts 
among smaller library units.

BOISE PUBLIC LIBRARY 

Great Decisions 1958 

The Boise Public Library co- 
operated with the Boise Jaycees in 
their sponsorship of the Great De- 
cisions 1958 discussion groups 
planned by the Foreign Policy As- 
sociation. The Great Decisions pro- 
gram was planned to follow im- 
mediately the annual World Af- 
fairs Institute sponsored by the 
Boise Valley World Affairs As- 


sociation. The topic for this year 
was “New Dimensions in United 
States Foreign Policy.” 

The Library made a bibliography 
of books and magazine articles to 
tie in with the Institute topic and 
with each of the eight Great De- 
cisions topics. There was a separ- 
ate bibliography for each of the 
nine topics. These were mimeo- 
graphed at the Library and dis- 
tributed to participants at each of 
the study group meetings. 


The entire program lasted for 
eight weeks, several study groups 
studying the same topic during 
each week. A display table was 
arranged in the Library for the 
eight weeks period beginning Feb- 
ruary 1. The fact sheets and ac- 
companying maps for each of the 
Great Decisions topics were dis- 
played along with books and maga- 
zine articles featured in the biblio- 
graphies. Each Friday the table 
was changed for the topic coming 
up for study the following week. 
The eight Great Decisions topics 
were as follows: 

I. Can U. S. Deal With Russia? 
II. What Security in the Rocket 
Age? III. United Europe—Partner 
or Rival? IV. Middle East—New U. 
S. Responsibility? V. Awakening 
Africa—Promise or Threat? VI. 
What U. S. Economic Policy for 
Survival? VII. Should the U. S. 
Trade with Red China? VIII. 
Whose U. N. is it? 


NATIONAL LIBRARY WEEK 

The Boise Public Library and 
the Idaho State Library cooperated 
in planning the observance of 
National Library Week in Boise. 
In the Boise Public Library sev- 
eral displays were featured. The 
NOTABLE BOOKS OF 1957 were 
on display which, along with a dis- 
play of new _ science books, 
SCIENCE FOR THE CITIZEN, 
were kept in the library through- 
out the week. Reserves were taken 


on books in these groups to be 
filled in turn after Library Week.

Mr. Eugene Hart, State Librarian, 
and Mrs. Glenn Balch, Chairman 
of the State Library Board, ap- 
peared on one television program 
to tell of the plans for Library 
Week, which included a week 
long book-fair held at the Boise 
Art Gallery, sponsored by a citi- 
zens committee. The 550 children’s 
books in the “BOOKS ON EX- 
HIBIT” collection were displayed 
for the week, and the winning il- 
lustrations from each school in 
the statewide illustrated book con- 
test were gathered in the Art 
Gallery for the Book Fair. The 
final judging in the contest took 
place on Thursday evening. Each 
afternoon during the fair there 
was a special program. One day 
it was a demonstration of the il- 
lustration of book jackets, another 
day a talk on rare books of Idaho. 
The opening day of the Book Fair 
featured an autograph party, with 
many Idaho authors present auto- 
graphing their works which were 
on sale from the Book Shop.

UNIVERSITY OF IDAHO 
LIBRARY 


To indicate the number of stu- 
dents and staff members using the 
University Library, a head count 
was kept during November and 
December, 1957. On the busiest day 
so far, a Tuesday, 1418 persons 
used the Library. The busiest night 
was a Thursday when 352 were 
counted at 8:30 p. m. The highest 
weekly total of daytime users was 
5,643 and the highest weekly total 
of evening users was 1,336. It is 
too early to tell what constitutes 
“average use” but the trend in- 
dicates that use is on the rise and 


new records will soon be esta- 
blished. 


An orientation class for some of 
the staff was organized because 
increased use of the new library 
in the evenings meant that mem- 
bers of the Technical Services 
Division had to work in the 
Readers’ Services. While learning 
new phases of library work, in 
addition to the regular duties, staff 
members have become better qual- 
ified to serve the general interest. 


In the past few months, the li- 
brary staff has had the pleasure 
of, and taken great pride in, show- 
ing off its facilities to numerous 
organizations such as the Rotary, 
Kiwanis, Lions and Latah Chamber 
of Commerce, the annual confer- 
ence of Agricultural Experiment 
Station and Extension Agents, the 
University house mothers, and 
several grade and high school 
groups. Besides a large number of 
individual tours for students, fac- 
ulty, and townspeople, over 800 
were shown through the “campus 
showplace” on the occasion of 
Homecoming and Dad’s weekends 
during the fall football season.

Guide shelves are being used more 
and more by underclass students 
who realize the need for choosing 
as soon as possible a vocational 
field, so as to assure their taking 
the right courses to prepare them 
for college or other specialized 
training in that field. 

We have twenty-four corner 
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boxes, fifteen of which hold vari- 
ous pamphlets on specific voca- 
tions, four hold information on 
vocations on which we do not have 
‘enough material to warrant a separ- 
ate box, two are for information 
on choosing a career, one for Fu- 
ture Teachers’ of America, and one 
for material on scholarships. 
Catalogs from various colleges 
and universities, information on 
how to choose the right college, 
and on how to pass college en- 
trance examinations are a few ex- 
‘amples of the many books and 
pamphlets students find of help 
on these shelves.

During National 
Library Week we are running a 
Library contest, for all grades—a 
prize to be given to the winner in 
each grade, books to be purchased 
with library fine money. 

Thus we hope to have “pushed” 
our library toward this fine week 
to come, and judging from our 
peak crowds, growing circulation, 
and constantly increasing interest, 
it is Library Week all the time!

U. S. A. TV program on the 2li1st. 
The local newspaper co-operated 
very well in giving us a lot of pub- 
licity about our open house and 
numerous articles dealing with Na- 
tional Library Week were pub- 
lished.

GRACE 
LIBRARY TRUSTEE NAMED 


(From the Idaho State Journal, 
April 18, 1958) 


L. H. Merriam, chairman of the 
Grace Library board, has been 
nominated for outstanding library 
trustee in the United States for 
1957. 

The nomination was made by 
Mrs. Glenn Balch, Boise, chairman 
of the State Library Board, and 
was endorsed by State Sen. Fred 
Cooper, Grace, State Librarian 
Eugene D. Hart, and others. 


Two awards will be given by the 
National Trustees Association, one 
for work in small libraries and one 


for large libraries. Selection of 
winners will be made by a jury of 
citations and will be announced at 
the library convention in San Fran- 
cisco in July. 


Merriam was instrumental in 
promoting library districts under 
the Idaho Library District Enab- 
ling Act of 1955. Grace was the 
first in the state to organize under 
this law. 


He attended the January confer- 
ence of the state library planning 
committee and at that meeting pro- 
cured federal aid for the Grace and 
state libraries. Merriam worked 
to effect a change in the Enabling 
Act to permit local library boards 
to handle tax money directly.
